Hampstead  Public  Library  Report  -  1995 


The  Board  and  Staff  of  the  Hampstead  Public  Library  are  pleased  with  the  use  of 
the  new  library  facility  during  its  first  full  year.  67%  of  the  townspeople  have  cards, 
some  denoting  whole  families  rather  than  individuals,  and  many  others  use  the  library 
for  in-house  reference  and  reading.  Circulation  increased  9%  over  last  year  for  a  total 
of  65,716,  and  people  through  the  door  increased  6  %  with  a  total  of  31 ,869. 
Reference  questions  answered  totaled  2927. 

Patrons  now  have  the  use  of  a  Magazine  Article  Summaries  on  CD  Rom  which  is 
an  index  to  magazine  articles  from  about  500  popular  magazines.  We  also  have 
World  Book  and  Americana  Encyclopedias  on  CD  Rom  and  a  public  access  word 
processor  with  printer.    Research  is  being  done  on  the  possibility  of  offering  a  one 
station  access  to  the  internet  for  public  use.    The  library  is  concerned  with  offering 
equal  access  to  everyone  on  the  'information  highway'.    Judi  Crowley,  Assistant 
Director,  received  a  federal  grant  to  develop  a  new  library  cooperative  called 
WinnShare  which  will  make  it  possible  for  each  library  to  access  the  catalogs  of  the 
collections  of  the  seven  local  towns  involved.  The  library  is  fully  automated  for 
circulation  and  the  staff  has  the  capability  of  searching  all  the  state  data  bases  for 

interlibrary  loan the  borrowing  of  items  for  our  patron  use  from  throughout  the  state. 

None  of  this  technology  has  come  through  the  town  tax  base,  but  has  been  provided 
by  money  raised  through  the  Friends  of  the  Library,  memorial  funds,  and  by  gifts  from 
residents  such  as  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Richard  Breinlinger,  Mrs.  and  Mrs.  David  Hargreaves; 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Randall  Offord,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Fred  Crowley,  and  Mrs.  and  Mrs.  Ronald 
LeBoeuf.  In  order  to  continue  to  keep  technologically  up-to-date,  the  town  will  be 
asked  to  help  financially  in  future  years. 

The  presidency  of  the  Friends  of  the  Library  went  from  Dorothy  Roderick  to  Joan 
Patten.  The  Friends  not  only  continue  to  raise  funds  for  technological  purposes  and 
for  matching  funds  for  book  discussions  but  also  support  the  summer  reading  program, 
a  pass  to  the  Museum  of  Fine  Arts,  and  half  of  the  pass  to  the  Boston  Museum  of 
Science.  They  also  offer  to  the  town,  free  of  charge,  programs  for  entertainment  and 
enlightenment.  Thanks  to  all  the  people  who  supported  their  fund  raisers;  The 
Feaster's  Fantasy  and  the  Hollyhock  Thrift  Shop. 

Again,  appreciation  goes  to  all  the  individuals  and  organizations  who  have  helped 
the  library.  The  Mother's  Club  continues  to  do  a  story  hour  conducted  by  Diane  Kelly, 
as  well  as  a  two-year  old  lapsit  program  done  by  Carolyn  Cebula  and  Regina  Kuhl. 
They  also  give  money  towards  magazine  subscriptions  in  the  Children's  room  and 
donate  half  of  the  pass  to  the  Science  Museum  and  "Birth  Day"  books  to  honor 
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children  born  of  Mother's  Club  members.  Other  story  hours  were  conducted  by  Alexis 
Joachimides,  Barbra  Forman-Sallady  and  assisted  by  Marie  Nicolosi  and  Amy 
Donahue.  The  Hampstead  Lions  provide  a  subscription  to  large  print  best  sellers  and 
the  popular  audio  tapes.  The  Hampstead  Garden  Club  has  completed  the  "Story 
Book"  garden  at  the  rear  of  the  library  to  be  used  for  storyhours  and  other  afternoon 
programs  when  weather  permits.  A  granite  bench  in  loving  memory  of  Ryan 
McMullen  has  been  placed  there.  Members  not  only  tend  this  garden  with  loving  care 
but  hung  wreathes  on  the  building  at  Christmas  time.    The  CRA  donated  a  plastic 
display  rack  for  the  front  entry,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Robert  Turner  an  easel  for  the  multi- 
purpose room,  and  thanks  also  go  to  Howard  Hamel  for  his  generosity;  Art  Leiand  for 
his  bookmarks;  and  the  many  citizens  who  have  donated  magazines,  books,  audios, 
and  videos  for  our  use.  A  special  Civil  War  collection  is  now  available  thanks  to  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Ray  Pleiness  and  continued  thanks  go  to  Bob  Bellisle  of  Belle  Isle  Travel  for 
his  contribution  through  the  Library  Travel  Club.  Memorial  books  in  memory  of  Alice 
M.  Ells  were  placed  in  the  Children  's  Room. 

The  children  of  the  town  have  benefited  from  the  talents  of  our  Children's  Librarian, 
Deede  Laplante  for  her  enthusiastic  storyhours,  crafts,  after  school  programs,  and 
delightful  summer  reading  program.  She  was  ably  assisted  in  some  of  her  programs 
by  the  Girl  Scouts.  Louise  Pryor  continues  to  offer  adult  programs  on  poetry,  play 
reading,  and  a  variety  of  other  subjects.  Agnes  Martin,  Elaine  David,  Dorothy 
Roderick,  Suzanne  Trested,  and  Kerry  Cussen  round  out  an  enthusiastic  and  capable 
staff.  They  are  supported  by  volunteers:  Margaret  Noonan,  Tammy  Staples,  Terry 
Handel,  Jim  Buhler,  Isabelle  Thomas,  Elaine  David,  and  Dorothy  Roderick.   Ralph 
Rooney  maintains  the  building.  The  technology  is  under  the  direction  of  our  capable 
Assistant  Director,  Judi  Crowley  whose  ability  and  friendship  I  value  highly.  Staff 
continues  to  attend  professional  and  educational  conferences  and  the  library  is  an 
active  participant  in  the  local  library  cooperative. 

I  am  very  fortunate  to  have  a  supportive  Board  of  Trustees,  Jay  Burns,  Margot 
Clemente,  and  especially  Pam  Hartung  who  has  played  such  an  active  and  important 
role  in  acquiring  the  library  service  we  have  today. 

We  have  been  actively  searching  for  grants  to  enable  us  to  install  the  much  needed 
elevator  to  open  the  basement  to  the  Friends  of  the  Library  for  their  Thrift  Shop  and  to 
assist  the  staff  in  obtaining  the  use  of  back  issues  of  magazines  and  newspapers 
housed  there,  as  well  as  the  books  in  the  closed  stacks.  The  elevator  would  also 
enable  us  to  complete  the  second  floor  for  a  large  public  meeting  room,  public 
computer  rooms,  and  private  tutorial  rooms,  as  well  as  an  adult  reference  area. 

Again,  I  say  it  has  been  and  is  a  pleasure  to  work  with  my  staff,  and  we  are  all 
looking  forward  to  working  with  you  and  for  you  during  the  next  year.

The  Hampstead  Public  Library  Board  of  Trustees  is  pleased  to  have  completed  its 
first  full  year  in  the  new  library.  Our  volume  has  continued  to  grow  and  we  have 
continued  to  expand  our  service,  now  providing  a  magazine  index  service,  thus 
expanding  our  research  capabilities. 

This  year,  we  formed  a  committee  to  further  research  the  possibility  of  obtaining 
grant  funding  to  expand  the  facilities  in  the  library,  especially  for  the  elevator  that 
would  enable  us  to  better  utilize  the  basement  and  enable  future  development  of  the 
second  floor.  This  committee  continues  to  energetically  research  grants  to  aid  us. 
Also,  this  year  saw  the  formation  of  the  WinnShare  Cooperative,  a  regional  group  of 
libraries  using  the  same  computer  software  that  will  enable  participating  local  libraries 
to  have  a  regional  interlibrary  loan  with  on-line  ability  to  find  books  that  patrons 
request.  This  cooperative  was  ably  set  up  under  the  guidance  of  Judi  Crowley. 

We  would  like  to  thank  all  of  our  volunteers  who,  on  a  weekly  basis,  do  wonderful 
work,  cheerfully  serving  the  public.  As  always  our  thanks  to  the  Mother's  Club  for 
storyhours  and  to  the  Garden  Club  for  their  wonderful  landscaping.  This  year  saw  the 
completion  of  their  "Story  Book"  garden  behind  the  library  and  we  look  forward  to 
using  it  in  the  coming  year. 

We  would  especially  like  to  publicly  thank  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Ray  Pleiness  whose 
extremely  generous  donation  of  an  extensive  collection  of  books  on  the  Civil  War  has 
provided  us  with  a  collection  on  this  subject  that  will  be  of  great  interest  to  all  that  read 
about  or  need  to  research  materials  on  the  Civil  War. 

Finally,  the  Hampstead  Public  Library  Board  of  Trustees  would  like  to  thank  Becky 
Rooney  and  Judi  Cronwiey,  along  with  the  staff,  for  their  unceasing  dedication  to 
providing  Hampstead  with  the  best  library  service  they  possibly  can.

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Report  of  the  Building  Inspector  -  1995 


Buildinq  activity  in  the  Town  of  Hamostead  durinq  1995  saw 
a  28  percent  drop  in  buildinq  permits  for  sinqle  family 
homes.  Cranberry  Meadows  and  Appleton  Wood  sub-divisions 
were  approved  by  the  Planninq  Board  durinq  1995  and 
construction  has  bequn. 

This  office  issued  permits  for  34  sinqle  family  homes,  10 
mobile  homes,  1  office  buildinq,  5  condominiums,  1  retail 
store  and  138  additions  which  includes  alterations  and/or 
additions,  pools  and  utility  sheds.  Also  extensive  additions 
to  St  Annes  Church  and  the  Town  Office  Buildinq. 

We  have  pendinq  before  the  Planninq  Board  a  proposal 
by  Hannaford  Bros,  to  construct  a  47,100  square  foot 
supermarket  on  numerous  parcels  of  land  on  the 
northeast  corner  of  Route  111  and  Route  121A.  This  office 
welcomes  the  proposal  and  they  can  anticipate  our 
fullest  cooperation  in  this  endeavor. 

Aqain  in  October,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  allowed  me  to 
attend  a  week  lonq  New  Enqland  Buildinq  Officials  Seminar 
at  U/Mass  Amherst.  These  seminars  are  extremely  beneficial 
and  had  over  400  buildinq  officials  in  attendance. 

Thanks  is  extended  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  for  their 
ever  present  cooperation  with  this  office.  Thanks  aqain 
to  Deputy  Buildinq  Inspector  Paul  Wentworth  for  his 
willinqness  to  assist  when  I  am  absent.  Also  to 
Fire  Chief  Kerry  Clark  for  his  assistance  in  performinq 
Fire  Department  related  inspections.  And  to  Dawn  Shaw,  my 
able  dedidcated  assistant  in  the  clerical  department, 
"MY  THANKS".

NOTES  FROM  THE  CHAIRMAN 

The  population  in  Hampstead  is  beginning  to  grow  again  after  being  flat  at  about  7,500  for 
several  years.  In  the  past  years  or  two  the  estimate  of  Hampstead  citizens  has  grown  to  7,800  or 
7,900.  The  projections  from  the  N.  H.  Office  of  State  Planning,  done  several  years  ago,  is  that  the 
population  will  flatten  out  at  about  10,000  in  the  year  2010.  Unlike  several  towns  around  us, 
Hampstead's  growth  is  limited  by  the  lack  of  buildable  lots  as  long  as  the  zoning  remains 
consistent.  Our  big  growth  was  in  the  80's.  The  Office  of  State  Planning  projections  are 
reinforced  by  an  independent  study  done  by  the  School  Board  several  years  ago. 

As  noted  in  the  itemized  agenda  above,  the  Planning  Boars  has  reviewed  8  site  plans  and  5 
subdivision  plans  to  assure  conformance  to  the  Hampstead  Zoning,  Site  and  Subdivision 
Regulations  and  the  N.  H.  R.  S.  A.'s.  This  is  the  most  time  consuming  part  of  each  Planning 
Board  Meeting  and  each  decision  is  taken  with  a  great  deal  of  research  and  concern  for  the  town's 
best  interest.  Ahnost  every  decision  makes  some  people  happy  and  others  upset.  I  encourage 
every  citizen  of  Hampstead  to  participate  in  meetings  of  the  town  government,  whether  it  be 
Planning  Board,  Selectmen,  or  ZBA  to  learn  more  about  how  these  boards  and  therefore  town 
government  operates.  These  Board  are  staffed  by  men  and  women  who  dedicate  their  time  and 
talent  to  the  Town  and  the  decisions  are  seldom  easy. 

The  Planning  Board  has  received  some  petition  articles  and  has  also  put  together  other 
warrant  articles  from  suggestions  to  the  Board.  These  were  reviewed  at  a  series  of  public  hearings 
and  our  recommendations  are  noted  on  the  ballot.  We  urge  your  support  on  the  articles.

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Hampstead  Capital  Needs  Committee  -  1995 


This  last  year  the  Capital  Needs  Committee  continued  to  work  with  the  town  committees  and 
departments  to  present  the  town's  long  range  capital  needs  to  the  year  2001.  This  process  is  a  joint 
effort  that  requires  many  levels  of  serious  consideration  on  the  part  of  many  volunteer  committee 
members  for  an  accurate  long  range  plan.  We  congratulate  each  committee  on  completing  this 
difficult  task  and  making  it  possible  for  us  to  present  this  document  for  your  consideration. 

The  committee's  purpose  is  not  to  decide  the  importance  of  any  particular  project  or  need.  Our  role  is 
to  present  to  the  town  and  committees  the  total  impact  of  all  the  projects  on  the  tax  rate.  As  needs 
change  from  one  year  to  another  and  as  new  objectives  are  established,  there  are  choices  and 
decisions  to  be  made.  Our  goal,  as  stated  in  last  year's  report  is  "to  help  minimize  the  tax  impacts 
caused  by  year-to-year  fluctuations  in  total  capital  expenditures."  As  demands  on  our  resources 
increase,  it  is  becoming  increasingly  more  apparent  that  we  all  "look  at  the  total  picture"  in  order  to 
stabilize  this  impact.  This  will  require  continued  attention  to  accurate,  long  range  planning  in  every 
committee. 

The  total  capital  needs  have  increased  from  a  proposed  in  last  year's  report  of  $1.1K  to  $1.2  K  for 
1996.  In  comparing  the  two  reports,  you  will  be  able  to  see  where  the  increases  and  decreases  have 
been  reported  and  the  degree  that  these  items  affect  the  bottom  line.  In  every  respect,  the 
committees  have  done  due  diligence  in  making  sure  the  items  presented  reflect  the  criteria 
established  in  the  capital  needs  guidelines  for  project  requests.  Each  committees  made  a 
conscientious  effort  to  conservatively  meet  the  needs  of  the  town.  Excellent  examples  of  this 
conservative  decision  making  include  the  reduction  of  the  Libreiry  Committee's  request  from  $50K  to 
$25K  for  '96,  the  Fire  Department's  plans  to  combine  two  vehicle  acquisitions  into  a  single 
purchase,  thereby  saving  the  Town  $150K  and  the  School  Board  moving  some  of  their  repair 
requests  into  future  years  and  coordinating  plans  for  heavy  equipment  use  with  other  departments 
in  town. 


Two  new  graphs  have  been  included  in  this  report.  The  Hampstead  Capital  History  graph  identifies 
the  actuals  spent  by  the  town  by  year.  The  second  graph,  Hampstead  Capital  Forecast,  shows  the 
forecasted  expenditures  for  each  committee  from  1996  to  2001.  Those  committees  that  have  no 
capital  expenditures  are  not  represented.  This  graph  is  important  for  every  committee  to  use  in  their 
long  range  planning  to  know  how  they  fit  into  the  overall  planning  forecast  for  the  town. 

The  Capital  Needs  Committee  is  very  appreciative  of  the  cooperation  each  committee  has 
contributed  to  this  report.  Without  their  interest  and  active  participation,  we  would  be  unable  to 
accomplish  this  planning  document  for  the  town. 

As  in  the  past,  copies  of  the  entire  Hampstead  Capital  Improvements  Plan  will  be  available  for  your 
review  at  the  Library,  Selectman's,  Planning  Board  and  Budget  Committee  offices.  If  you  have  any 
questions,  please  don't  hesitate  to  contact  any  committee  member.

Your  Police  Department  is  pleased  to  submit  the  following  statistics  for  the  year  1995. 
Although  the  town  continues  to  grow,  we  have  been  able  to  keep  crime  from  increasing.  This  is 
due  to  the  dedication  and  diligence  of  each  and  every  officer  on  the  department,  as  well  as  the 
support  of  the  residents  of  Hampstead. 

We  responded  to  125  motor  vehicle  accidents  this  year,  as  compared  to  123  last  year.  One 
young  man  lost  his  life,  while  three  people  died  in  1994.  Burglaries,  thefts,  stolen  motor  vehicles, 
domestic  violence  complaints  and  incidents  of  criminal  mischief  investigated  were  all  nearly 
identical  in  numbers  to  last  year  Increases  were  recorded  in  assaults,  up  from  4  to  8;  noise  and 
threat  complaints,  increasing  to  15  over  7  reported  in  1994,  while  missing  person  reports  were 
down  from  27  to  5  in  1995     Arrests  almost  doubled  as  they  were  up  from  45  to  79. 

Once  again,  many  hours  were  expended  responding  to  false  alarms.  362  alarms  were 
answered,  which  average  about  once  each  day  To  avoid  this,  residents  should  make  sure  their 
alarm  system  is  in  good  working  order  Should  you  have  a  malfijnction,  please  make  an  effort  to 
have  it  repaired  as  soon  as  possible,  which  will  save  the  department  time  and  you  a  lot  of  money. 

Enhanced  911  went  on  line  throughout  the  state  in  July  of  1995  Since  that  time,  it  has 
proven  very  beneficial,  with  a  few  minor  problems  By  calling  this  number,  you  will  be  in  voice 
contact  with  a  highly  trained  professional,  who  in  turn  will  immediately  send  the  needed 
emergency  personnel    Please  remember,  this  number  is  to  be  used  only  in  an  EMERGENCY! 

Special  thanks  are  extended  to  all  Town  Officials  and  Department  Heads  from  our  officers 
and  dispatchers    Without  this  help  and  cooperation,  our  jobs  would  be  much  more  difficuh.

HAMPSTEAD  HISTORIC  DISTRICT  COMMISSION  REPORT  -  1995 

This  past  year  has  been  very  active  for  the  Historic  District  Commission  with  monthly  meetings 
and  many  special  meetings  for  planning  our  events  which  made  our  year  successful. 

At  the  cirmual  Town  Meeting  in  March  of  1995,  the  voters  approved  $25,000.00  to  enable  this 
Commission  to  go  forth  with  the  restoration  of  the  Old  Meeting  House,  which  was  done  during 
the  summer  cind  faU  by  Bob  Pothier,  who  is  experienced  in  restoring  colonial  buildings  of  that 
era.  His  work  has  been  more  than  satisfactory. 

During  the  restoration,  we  found  evidence  of  interest  to  us,  one  being  the  original  entrance  step 
stones  on  the  east  end  of  the  old  Meeting  House,  and  the  other  for  the  front  entrance.  Also, 
during  this  exposure,  we  found  that  there  had  once  been  a  fire  in  the  southeast  comer  of  the 
building  of  which  there  is  no  record.  Hopefully,  the  rest  of  this  restoration  can  be  completed 
in  1996  so  that  this  town's  old  Meeting  House  will  stand  for  another  250  years  and  be  enjoyed 
by  you,  the  townspeople,  and  for  generations  to  come. 

We  were  busy  during  the  summer  and  fall  organizing  the  program  for  the  250th  Birthday  Party 
for  the  Meeting  House.  This  was  held  on  the  weekend  of  September  22,  23  and  24th  and  for  all 
who  attended,  it  was  a  great  success.  We  thank  all  who  participated  and  hope  the  school 
children  involved  found  it  memorable  and  that  it  stimulated  their  interest  in  the  history  of  our 
town. 

On  November  19th,  our  annual  Ecumenical  Service,  arranged  by  Reverend  Dobson,  with  all  of 
Hampstead's  clergy  participating,  was  again  a  success.  Thank  you,  Bob,  for  your  help  again. 

The  Commission  is  looking  forward  now  to  preparing  the  "Old  Library"  as  a  museum  to  house 
Hampstead's  historical  artifacts  and  papers  on  display  for  aU  to  enjoy.  Anyone  wishing  to 
participate  can  notify  PrisciUa  Lindquist  at  the  Town  office  or  this  Chciirman. 

As  a  reminder,  there  are  still  copies  of  the  History  of  the  Old  Meeting  House  at  the  Town  Office. 
They  may  be  purchased  for  $3.00  per  copy.  There  are  also  Cat's  Meow  miniatures  of  the 
Meeting  House  and  Aimiversary  Glasses  still  avciilable.

The  year  had  many  highlights.  In  late  1994  and  early  1995,  department  personnel 
worked  with  the  state  911  commission  to  prepare  the  community  for  adoption  of  the  En- 
hances 911  system,  which  was  activated  in  July.  Also,  in  July,  the  Hampstead  Volunteer  Fire 
Department  made  the  transition  into  a  paid/call  department.  This  followed  many  months  of 
careful  evaluation,  planning  and  reorganization.  As  a  paid/call  department,  members  receive 
an  hourly  wage  for  time  spent  during  emergency  responses  and  training.  In  October,  mem- 
bers of  the  department  volunteered  their  time  to  conduct  the  "Learn  Not  to  Burn"  program 
at  the  elementary  schools  and  in  all  day  care  facilities.  In  December,  both  fire  and  rescue 
personnel  and  apparatus  responded  to  aid  efforts  at  the  Maiden  Mills  fire  in  Methuen,  MA. 
The  Hampstead  Firemen's  Association  was  also  busy  throughout  the  year,  hosting  Rabies 
Clinics,  the  Lobster  Bake  and  the  Annual  Christmas  Parade. 

1995  also  say  the  retirement  of  both  valued  personnel  and  apparatus.  Two  of  our 
most  senior  members  Gene  Duston  and  Alfred  "Hink"  Brickett  retired  after  contributing  52 
years  of  service  each.  They  served  in  a  variety  of  capacities  from  Chief  to  support  personnel. 
Another  transition  too  place  on  the  Board  of  Engineers,  as  Neil  Emerson  stepped  down  after 
21  years  as  a  leader  in  the  command  structure  and  administration  of  the  department.  Neil 
will  continue  to  be  active  on  the  department  in  his  new  role  as  "just  a  fire  fighter".  The 
commitment  of  these  men,  their  expertise  and  experience  were  a  great  contribution  to  the 
safety  of  the  community  as  a  whole  and  a  piece  of  the  foundation  on  which  today's  Hampstead 
Fire/Rescue  Department  is  built. 

On  the  apparatus  front,  the  department  put  in  service  a  new  forestry  vehicle  to  re- 
place an  aging  1952  military  surplus  vehicle.  A  new  rescue  truck  was  ordered  to  replace  the 
1984  rescue  vehicle  that  was  in  deed  of  major  repair  and  upgrade.  DeUvery  on  the  new  res- 
cue is  slated  for  April  1996. 

In  addition  to  ongoing  structural  safety  inspections,  training  and  community  educa- 
tion continue  to  be  a  priority  within  the  department.  Our  objective  continues  to  be  to  provide 
a  high  standard  of  care  and  service  to  the  people  of  Hampstead,  and  we  appreciate  the  sup- 
port we  have  received  from  the  community  toward  this  end.

Rescue  Squad  Report  -  1995 

REPORT  TO  THE  TOWM 

Greg  Stiles  headed  the  Rescue  Squad  for  the  last  10  or  so  years.  He  made 
this  very  tough  job  look  easy.  No  matter  what  problems  came  up  he  handled  them 
with  ease  and  grace.  The  membership  elected  me  Squad  Captain  so  now  1  am 
trying  to  fill  very  big  shoes.  We  all  thank  Greg  for  his  knowledge  and  dedication  as 
he  continues  to  be  our  leader  in  many  ways. 

This  year  the  Town  voted  the  funds  for  a  new  rescue  vehicle.  Greg  Stiles 
headed  the  Committee  and  wrote  the  specifications.  He  made  the  recommendation 
for  the  purchase  of  a  1996  Marque  Type  I  Ambulance  which  is  scheduled  to  arrive 
in  April. 

The  calls  for  the  medical  emergencies  continue  to  increase  steadily.  To  meet 
this  challenge  our  squad  membership  is  up  to  23.  We  are  devided  into  four 
companies  and  work  along  with  the  Firefighters  on  a  rotating  basis.  The  transition 
to  being  a  paid/call  group  has  been  noticed  but  has  not  affected  our  dedication  to 
providing  the  best  medical  care  possible  to  our  neighbors  in  Hampstead. 

The  Training  Officer,  Jim  Greene,  sets  up  classes  and  coordinates  training's 
with  the  Fire  Department  Training  Officer  on  a  regular  basis.  Bob  Solomon  is 
responsible  for  keeping  us  stocked  with  everything  from  bandages  to  splints.  He 
spends  many  hours  chasing  down  our  equipment  at  the  various  hospitals.  Bob  is 
currently  working  on  getting  a  grant  to  use  toward  the  purchase  of  a  new 
defibrillation  unit.  The  Squad  trains  on  the  third  Wednesday  of  the  month.  We 
invite  anyone  who  is  interested  to  come  and  join  us  in  hard  work  and  long  hours. 

The  Association  President,  Jim  Armstrong  works  hard  to  improve  the  overall 
operation  of  the  Squad  activities.  Scott  Santacrose,  the  Vice  President,  is 
responsible  for  scheduling  the  members  to  cover  special  events  such  as  the  Junior 
Olympics  or  the  Lions  Road  Race.  Sharon  Pangaro  as  Secretary,  keeps  our  meeting 
records  and  correspondence.  Treasurer  Ruth  Curran  tracks  our  finances.  The 
business  meeting  is  on  the  first  Wednesday  of  each  month. 

AMR,  aka  Chaulk,  is  our  transporting  ambulance.  Paul  Hanley  is  the  key 
man  and  all  their  medical  personnel  are  exceptional  to  work  with.  They  support  us 
with  encouragement  and  advice  in  difficult  situations.  Several  of  the  medics  are 
instructors  and  teach  classes  for  Emergency  Medical  Technician  or  other  special 
subjects  such  as  the  Defibrillation  Course.  We  currently  have  three  men  taking  an 
EMT  class  with  Paramedic  Chuck  Hemian. 

The  Squad  has  dedicated  members  like  Dave  Duston  with  20  years.  Others 
are  Ruth  Curran,  Scott  Santacrose,  Jim  Greene,  Roy  Lesure,  Jim  Armstrong, 
Laurie  Wamock,  Donna  Dobbins,  Bob  Solomon,  Jeff  Harrington,  Gary  Morrison, 
Linda  Ross,  Greg  Stiles,  Maurie  Worthen,  Sharon  Pangaro.  Skip  Wedge,  Greg 
Stiles,  John  Webb  and  Susan  Hastings.  Fire  Officers  who  are  members  are  Kerry 
Clark,  Steve  Flynn,  Will  Wamock  and  Chip  Hastings. 

We  are  proud  to  be  citizens  of  Hampstead  and  members  of  the  Hampstead 
Fire/Rescue  Department.

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Hampstead  Solid  Waste  Report  -  1995 


We  placed  at  curbside  2,510  tons  of  household  trash  and  371  tons  of 
aluminum,  glass  and  newspapers  for  recycling  in  1995.  Paper  recycling 
was  made  simpler  and  expanded.  It  is  not  necessary  to  remove  color 
inserts  from  newspaper.  Other  paper  products,  brown  bags,  magazines, 
catalogs,  phone  books,  junk  mail,  manila  folders  and  cereal  /  dry  food 
boxes  (without  plastic  liners)  can  be  recycled.  This  change  resulted  in  a 
44%  increase  in  the  tons  of  material  that  we  recycled. 

Two  new  three-year  contracts  were  negotiated  for  curbside  pickup  and 
hauling  of  household  wastes  and  recyclable  material.  These  new  contracts 
represent  cost  decreases  of  26%  and  23%  respectively. 

We  were  the  host  community  for  a  seven-town  household  hazardous 
waste  disposal  program.  This  was  a  very  successful  program  with  525 
participants  depositing  1 1 ,803  pounds  of  household  hazardous  wastes. 

The  Solid  Waste  Committee  is  looking  for  new  active  members  and  part 
time  volunteers  for  input  and  help  with  its  tasks.  Continued  work  on  the 
future  use  of  the  Kent  Farm  Road  Facility  and  a  Hampstead  Solid  Waste  / 
Recycling  fact  book  are  tasks  for  1996.

Hampstead  has  contracted  for  disposal  with  Waste  Management,  Inc.  Refuse  is  disposed  at 
Rochester,  NH  where  it  is  placed  in  a  double  lined  state-of  the-art  landfill.

From  1979  to  1982,  residential  refuse  was  disposed  of  at  a  private  Hampstead  Landfill, 
which  had  a  state  approved  closure  in  1983.  From  1982  to  1989,  residential  refuse  was 
disposed  at  the  Kingston  Landfill.  A  portion  of  Hampstead's  tipping  fee  was  "set  aside"  for  future 
closure  of  this  site.  Hampstead  left  the  Kingston  Landfill  when  a  new  contract  starting  July  1 , 
1 989  had  no  "set  aside"  for  future  closure.  From  July  1 ,  1 989  to  June  30,  1 994,  residential 
refuse  was  burned  to  produce  electricity  at  Penacook,  NH.

Refuse  is  collected  weekly  at  curbside  and  taken  to  Rochester,  NH.  There  are  approximately 
2,400  household  pickups  per  week.  Hampstead  has  contracted  with  Hussey  Disposal  Co.  to 
provide  weekly  pickup  and  hauling.  A  new  three  year  contract  started  Jan.  1 ,  1 996  and  expires 
Dec.  31,  1998.  This  contract  for  $146,463  per  year  has  an  annual  escalation  factor  of  2.5%.

There  are  approximately  2,400  household  pickups  per  week.  Hampstead  has  contracted  with 
Hussey  Disposal  Co.  for  curbside  recycling.  A  new  three  year  contract  started  Jan.  1 ,  1 996  and 
expires  Dec.  31,  1998.

Annual  Report  to  the  Residents  of  the  Town  of  Hampstead 

This  has  been  an  exciting  and  productive  year  for  the  committee.  Concerts  and  other  Patriotic 
activities  were  the  high  points  of  the  year  and  well  attended  by  the  citizens  of  our  town.  It  was 
especially  rewarding  to  pass  out  so  many  awards  for  Patriotism  and  Good  Citizenship  on 
Veterans  Day  and  Memorial  Day. 

The  committee  is  planning  to  permanently  reface  the  WWII  monument,  with  the  same  names 
engraved  in  NH  granite.  This  project  should  enhance  the  beauty  of  the  memorials  to  our 
veterans  and  may  be  possible  to  be  accomplished  by  private  contributions. 

The  committee  has  not  only  been  able  to  supervise  Veterans  Memorial  Park,  but  has  been  able 
to  sponsor  outstanding  band  concerts  on  Memorial  Day,  Independence  Day,  a  summer  concert 
and  a  Christmas  concert.  Every  activity  we  are  involved  in  is  supported  by  the  members  of  VFW 
Post  11254  and  the  Civic  Club,  who  both  deserve  our  thanks  and  gratitude. 

We  also  wish  to  acknowledge  the  Giri  and  Boy  Scouts,  the  Middle  School  band  and  chorus,  and 
the  town  employees  who  give  so  freely  of  their  time  and  energy.  The  list  of  people  who  help  us 
is  too  long  to  print. 

The  "Veterans  Affairs"  portion  of  our  title  has  resulted  in  assistance  to  hospitalized  veterans, 
house-bound  veterans  and  aid  to  their  families.  Additionally,  we  obtain  military  records  and 
military  awards  never  received  and  even  get  job  training  and  placement  for  our  town's  veterans. 
Our  assistance  in  general  has  doubled  over  the  past  year  to  almost  500  cases.  This  is  truly  a 
labor  of  love  for  the  committee  because  of  the  great  satisfaction  of  seeing  our  fellow  veterans 
get  the  things  they  so  richly  deserve. 

The  committee  underwent  change  and  reorganization  this  year,  and  it  is  a  welcome 
improvement.  We  have  a  new  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  and  two  alternates  who  act  as 
Operations  Officer  and  Supply  Officer. 

Although  we  now  have  five  members,  we  would  not  be  able  to  provide  the  12,000  man  hours 
(6,750  for  hospital  support  and  visitations)  without  VFW  Post  11254.  Our  in-kind  travel  amounts 
to  more  than  1 ,300  miles  a  month  and  is  on  the  rise. 

This  report  would  not  be  complete  without  recognizing  the  outstanding,  unqualified  support  of  the 
Board  of  Selectmen.  We  will  especially  miss  Richard  Hartung,  our  liaison  officer  since  the 
creation  of  this  committee.  Rick  has  truly  been  a  reliable  and  dedicated  public  servant  and  the 
town  will  miss  him.  We  will  work  as  hard  as  we  can  to  make  up  for  his  absence,  and  help  our 
new  liaison  officer.

This  Warrant  Article  allows  the  adoption  of 
the  provisions  of  RSA  40:13  to  allow  Official  Ballot  voting  on 
all  issues. 

Again, in  1995,  my  attendance  of  House  Sessions,  committee  meet- 
ings, and  sub-committee  meetings  was  100%. 

I  have  continued  to  enjoy  my  assignment  as  your  representative, 
as  well  as  the  opportunity  to  be  part  of  the  procedure  to  keep 
the  "Good  Old  Ship"  of  the  Granite  State  on  a  forward  course 
of  good  government  and  representation  to  all.

HAMPSTEAD  RECREATION  COMMISSION  REPORT 
1995 


The  Hampstead  Recreation  CommissionCHRC)  administers 
and  supervises  several  of  the  recreation  programs  and 
facilities  available  to  the  citizens  of  Hampstead.   Members 
include:  Don  Simpson,  Phil  Torre,  Nancy  Davine,  Terry 
Pavlini,  and  Jan  Santagate.  The  position  of  Recreation 
Director  is  held  by  Charlene  Flaherty.  The  HRC  meets  every 
third  Monday  at  7:30  p.m.  in  the  trailer  behind  the  former 
library  or  at  Town  Hall,  and  the  meetings  are  opened  to  the 
publ ic . 

The  summer  program  for  children  was  our  major  yearly 
activity,  involving  approximately  355  children,  ages  6 
through  13.  Program  sites  were  the  Memorial  Gym  and  the 
Hampstead  Central  School.  Some  of  the  activities  offered 
were:sports  and  arts  and  crafts.   Special  activities 
provided  were:  a  pizza  party, a  water  carnival,  a  penny 
carnival,  trips  to  the  Town  Beach,  and  several  exciting 
field  trips,  such  as  a  rol 1 erskat ing  and  movie  day,  a  bike 
trip  to  America's  Sonehenge  in  Salem,  NH ,  and  a  day  at 
Wall  is  Sands  Beach.  Also,  we'd  like  to  thank  James  Foote  for 
his  donation  of  a  pool  table  to  the  rec  program. 

The  Little  Red  Wagon  Theatre  gave  two  performances  in 
town  thanks  to  the  joint  sponsorship  of  the  Civic  Club  this 
year . 

The  Town  Beach  was  a  popular  spot  on  hot  days.  We're 
pleased  to  report  that  weekly  water  testing  showed  that 
water  quality  remained  very  good  all  summer  even  while 
several  lakes  and  ponds  in  the  region  had  to  be  closed  due 
to  unhealthy  conditions.   The  HRC  maintained  and  staffed  the 
site.  Beach  permits  are  required  and  are  available  at  the 
Town  Clerk's  Office  in  Town  Hall.   Fees  are  five  dollars  for 
residents  and  twenty-five  dollars  for  non-residents.  The 
permits  are  valid  for  the  year.  This  year  five  hundred 
forty-four  permits  were  sold. 

The  Hampstead  Memorial  Gym  was  continually  in  use. 
Residents  who  wish  to  use  the  facility  should  call  the 
Recreation  Director  for  scheduling.  Besides  Civic  Club 
Basketball  for  children,  there  are  also  men's  league 
basketball,  the  Masters'  basketball,  volleyball,  a  womens' 
night  and  CRA  activities  held  on  a  regular  basis. 

The  HRC's  youth  soccer  school  was  very  well  attended, 
with  younger  children  receiving  instruction  the  first  week, 
and  older  children  the  second.  The  campers  had  fun  and 
sharpened  their  skills  under  the  direction  of  Coach  Ray 
Flaherty  and  his  assistants.  Rivier  College  varsity  soccer 
coach  Scott  Thomas  was  guest  clinician  this  year.  He  was 
very  impressed  with  the  aptitude  for  learning  he  saw  in 
Hampstead' s  soccer  players.

I  would  like  to  begin  my  report  this  year  by 
welcoming  to  Hampstead  our  new  Superintendent, 
Dr  Douglas  B.  McDonald.  Dr.  McDonald  was 
appointed  in  July,  1995  The  SAU  Board  Search 
Committee,  which  oversaw  the  superintendent 
search  process,  was  chaired  and  supported  by 
Hampstead  Board  Members  We  are  very  pleased 
with  our  choice  of  Dr.  McDonald,  who  has  shown 
a  keen  interest  in  our  children  and  community 

Clearly,  I  have  to  speak  to  a  substantial  budget 
increase  which  the  Board  brings  before  the  town 
this  March.  Simply  stated,  we  are  growing!  In 
Hampstead,  for  that  matter  in  Pinkerton,  we  are 
building  buildings.  We  have  recently  opened  an 
additional  dozen  rooms  in  the  Middle  School,  and 
Pinkerton  Academy  is  about  to  open  a  new  Science 
building.  These  costs  are  directly  related  to 
growth.  Consider  for  a  moment  the  economics  of 
growth  in  Hampstead  Assume  a  family  purchases 
a  $200,000  home.  Hampstead  will  receive  from 
that  home  approximately  $5,000  in  taxes 
Consider  for  a  moment,  if  that  family  has  one  child 
in  school.  If  the  child  is  in  elementary  or  middle 
school,  our  cost  will  be  approximately  $5,200.  We 
now  have  a  "loss"  of  $200.  Assume  further  that 
the  family  has  two  or  three  children  in  the  schools. 
The  town  now  has  a  "net  loss"  of  $5,400,  or  with 
three  children  $10,600'  This  year,  the  Board  has 
had  to  make  very  difficult  choices  in  order  to 
simply  maintain  the  current  programs  and 
teacher/pupil  ratios.  The  budget  pressure  should 
not  be  seen  as  a  school  problem,  but  also  a 
community  issue 

In  conclusion,  I  would  like  to  thank  the  members 
of  the  Hampstead  Board  for  working  together  on  a 
number  of  difficult  issues  While  understandably, 
there  was  some  disagreement,  our  meetings  were 
not     generally     disagreeable  As     Hampstead 

struggles  with  the  issues  of  growth,  it  is  very 
important  that  the  Board  assume  a  leadership  role, 
confront  the  issues  directly,  inform  the  public  in  a 
thoughtllil  discussion,  and  support  the  final  budget, 
knowing  that  we  have  tried  to  honestly  deliver  a 
decent  product  to  our  children  and  community, 
within  the  realm  of  fiscal  resDonsibilitv 


Superintendent  of  Schools

It  is  a  pleasure  for  me  to  submit  my  first  annual 
report  as  Superintendent  of  Schools  In  my  first 
six  months,  I  have  been  impressed  with  the 
dedication  of  the  School  Board,  the  commitment 
of  the  faculty  and  staff,  and  the  support  of  the 
community.  There  are  many  exciting  things 
happening  in  the  School  District  In  January,  for 
example,  I  had  the  opportunity  to  attend  the 
recognition  ceremony  where  both  the  Middle 
School  and  Central  School  were  presented  Blue 
Ribbon  Achievement  Awards,  honoring  our 
School-Community  Partnerships.  Our  school 
district  understands  the  importance  of  community 
partnerships,  and  we  are  working  to  strengthen  our 
existing  programs  and  develop  new  alliances. 

OfTicial  Ballot  Bill 

This  year,  voters  will  be  asked  to  vote  on  the 
provisions  of  RSA  40:13  to  allow  official  ballot 
voting  on  all  issues  before  the  school  district. 
Since  this  is  a  fLindamental  change  in  how  school 
district  business  will  be  conducted,  we  urge  all 
voters  to  become  familiar  with  the  provisions  of 
this  measure  The  Board  held  a  public  hearing  on 
February  19,  1996,  and  the  article  will  be  discussed 
at  the  March  8,  1996  Annual  School  District 
Meeting  The  final  vote  will  be  held  on  March  12, 
1996 

Charter  Schools 

Voters  will  be  asked  to  approve  a  warrant  article 
implementing  the  provisions  of  RSA  194:B  for 
Charter  and  Open  Enrollment  school  programs. 
This  petition  would  allow  up  to  10%  of  our 
district's  current  pupil  enrollment,  which  is 
approximately  1500  students  -  Grades  1-12,  to 
attend  Charter  and  Open  Enrollment  schools 
located  in  Hampstead,  and  an  additional  2%  of  our 
current  enrollment  Grades  1-12  to  attend  Charter 
and  Open  Enrollment  schools  located  outside  the 
school  district  Open  Enrollment  schools  are 
public  schools  that  educate  pupils  without  regard 
to  where  the  pupils  reside  Students,  regardless  of 
residence,  may  apply  to  attend  any  Open 
Enrollment  school  in  anv  communitv  that  has  the 
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space  available  Charter  schools  are  Open 
Enrollment  schools  that  operate  independently 
from  school  board  and  are  managed  by  a  Board  of 
Trustees.  They  operate  as  no-profit  secular 
organizations  under  charters  guided  by  the  State 
Board  of  Education  and  under  contracts  with  the 
local  school  district.  Charter  schools  are  exempt 
fi-om  all  laws  governing  public  schools,  except  as 
expressly  provided  in  RSA  194:B,  but  enjoy  all  the 
rights  and  privileges  of  public  schools.  School 
districts  that  adopt  Charter  school  and  Open 
Enrollment  must  pay  at  least  80%  of  their  average 
cost  per  pupil  for  each  student  attending  a  Charter 
school  or  Open  Enrollment  school  This  bill  may 
have  some  significant  financial  ramifications  for  the 
taxpayers  of  Hampstead,  so  we  urge  all  voters  to 
become  familiar  with  the  provisions  of  the 
measure  The  article  will  be  discussed  and  voted 
on  at  the  March  8,  1996  Annual  School  District 
Meeting.

Negotiations 


Last  year,  all  fiiil  and  part-time  school  secretaries, 
clerical  assistants,  and  educational  assistants 
formed  a  bargaining  unit  under  the  provisions  of 
RSA  273-a  for  the  purpose  of  negotiating  with  the 
School  Board  The  Board  and  Hampstead 
Association  of  School  Staff  have  been  meeting 
since  this  fall  but  have  not  been  able  to  reach  an 
agreement  The  Association  declared  impasse  on 
February  8,  1996,  and  we  are  now  moving  to 
mediation  and,  if  necessary,  fact  finding  It  is 
unlikely  an  agreement  will  be  reached  prior  to  the 
Annual  School  District  Meeting

We're  Growing! 

Ten  years  ago  there  were  832  students  in  the  entire 
district;  we  now  have  over  600  students  in  our 
elementary  school  alone;  65 1  if  you  count  Pre- 
School  students.  Next  year,  we'll  have  a  total 
enrollment,  readiness  through  12,  of  1,518 
students;  almost  double  our  enrollment  of  just  ten 
years  ago.

Considering  only  new  students  for  next  year,  our 
new  costs  increase  over  a  half  a  milUon  dollars. 

We  cannot  blame  Pinkerton  for  our  increased 
costs,  they  too  need  to  add  teachers  and  build  to 
accommodate  the  new  students  from  the 
surrounding  towns.  Pinkerton's  tuition  increase  is 
a  modest  4  percent;  $115  of  which  is  to  pay  for 
the  new  Science  building  -  hardly  an  unreasonable 
increase.  The  reality  we  face  is  that  each  reduction 


from  our  budget  must  necessarily  come  from  -our 
elementary/middle  school.  Recognizing  the 
problem,  the  Board  this  year  held,  in  effect,  two 
Public  Hearings.  While  troubled  with  the 
increases,  the  sentiment  of  those  present  was  clear 
-  Do  not  reduce  programs  or  services.  A  question 
asked  at  our  Public  Hearing  was;  "How  does 
Hampstead  rate  on  a  per-pupil  cost  in  relation  to 
other  towns?"  In  the  December  22,  1995  issue  of 
New  Hampshire  Business  Review,  Hampstead 
rated  152nd  out  of  162  schools  ranked  highest  to 
lowest  in  per-pupil  costs.  Whatever  method  is 
used  to  calculate  per  pupil  costs,  Hampstead's 
costs  are  below  the  State  average  While  our  costs 
are  climbing,  so  are  our  Grade  3  test  scores:

Over  half  of  our  math  scores  are  now  in  the  highest 
categories,  compared  with  a  statewide  average  of 
33%.  And  40%  of  our  language  scores  are  in  the 
top  two  categories,  compared  to  29%  in  the  state. 

While  we  struggle  with  the  burdens  of  growth, 
Hampstead  remains  a  wonderfiil  town  to  raise  and 
educate  children. 
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PINKERTON  ACADEMY  REPORT 


The  year  1995  was  an  excellent  one  for  Pinkerton  Academy, 
and  for  many  Hampstead  students.  For  the  third  year  in  a 
row,  a  Pinkerton  Academy  faculty  member  was  named  a 
finalist  in  the  New  Hampshire  Department  of  Education's 
Teacher  of  the  Year  search.  This  year.  English  teacher 
Linda  DeCosta  was  one  of  the  four  Granite  State  teachers  to 
be  considered  as  the  best  the  state  has  to  offer.  Last  year, 
Pinkerton  music  instructor  Thomas  Quigley  of  Hampstead 
was  named  the  1994  Teacher  of  the  Year.  In  1993,  English 
teacher  (and  current  associate  headmaster)  Kenneth  Wiswell 
was  a  state  finalist. 

Pinkerton  Academy  has  a  reputation  for  having  a  positive 
and  successful  athletic  program,  but  the  accomplishment  of 
Pinkerton  Academy  teams  and  athletes  in  the  calendar  year 
1995  siupassed  all  expectations.  Pinkerton  teams  captured 
nine  state  championships!  In  the  classroom,  these  Pinkerton 
athletes  performed  extremely  well.  The>'  were  also 
recognized  b>'  their  peers  and  the  community  for  their 
sportsmanlike  behavior.  For  example,  the  football  officials 
association  recently  named  the  Astro  football  team  as 
exhibiting  the  most  sportsmanship  during  the  fall  campaign. 


of  Hampstead  educators.  Currently,  there  are  four 
Curriculum  committees  (science,  math,  English,  social 
studies)  which  meet  regularly  to  coordinate  curricular  goals 
between  the  schools.  Pinkerton's  Assistant  Headmaster, 
Nick  Ithomitis,  who  facilitates  the  group,  says  their  goal  is 
continuity  and  defined  expectations  which  will  eventually 
lead  to  a  seamless  curriculum. 

Last  April,  the  Academy  co-hosted  the  Southern  NH  Spring 
College  Fair  in  the  Field  House  where  over  265  colleges  and 
institutions  were  represented.  Four  faculty  members  assist 
Pinkerton  students  with  the  college  admissions  process.  A 
Special  Needs  Coordinator  works  with  college-bound 
students  in  the  Special  Education  Department.  A  Vocational 
Career  Counselor  works  with  college-bound  students 
enrolled  in  any  of  the  two-period  electives  within  the 
Department  of  Technology  and  Applied  Science.  The  school 
has  a  College  Admissions  Coimselor  and  a  College 
Admissions  Assistant  to  work  with  all  other  college-boimd 
students  at  the  Academy.  Approximately  80  percent  of  last 
year's  seniors  from  Hampstead  went  on  to  attend  an 
institution  of  higher  education  after  graduation. 


Pinkerton  students  scored  well  in  a  number  of  standardized 
tests.  Last  fall  a  total  of  seven  Academy  seniors  were  named 
National  Merit  Scholarship  Semifinalists.  placing  the  school 
third  in  the  state  behind  St.  Paul's  School  in  Concord  and 
Phillips  Exeter  Academy  in  E.xeter  Pinkerton  Academy 
faculty  and  administrators  congratulate  these  seven 
individuals  and  their  families,  including  Joshua  Breinlinger 
of  Hampstead  and  Katherine  Dube  of  East  Hampstead. 

Pinkerton  broke  ground  for  its  new  science/home  economics 
building  to  its  campus  The  65.000  square  foot  learning 
facility  is  on  schedule  to  open  to  students  next  September. 
The  three-story  building,  designed  for  "doing"  science,  is 
situated  on  the  land  behind  the  Hackler  gym  and  will  contain 
30  classrooms,  a  lecture  hall,  a  greenhouse,  project  rooms 
and  a  computer  lab.  A  continuing  rise  in  student  population, 
and  the  upcoming  school  accreditation,  were  the  basis  for  the 
project. 

Of  the  2600  students  who  currently  attend  the  Academy,  343 
are  from  Hampstead,  or  13%  of  the  entire  student  body. 
Several  Hampstead  students  made  notable  accomplishments 
in  1995:  Jerry  Pisani  served  as  president  of  the  Class  of 
1995,  received  the  Good  Citizenship  Award,  and  was  one  of 
four  school  representatives  to  Boys'  State;  Kristin  Yasenka 
was  elected  president  of  the  National  Honor  Society  and  was 
one  of  four  school  representatives  to  Girls'  State;  Arianne 
Chin  was  elected  as  the  treasurer  of  the  National  Honor 
Society. 

For  the  1995-96  school  year,  Pinkerton  added  German  3. 
Innovations  in  Technology,  Pre-Calculus.  and  MicroSoft 
Works  to  its  list  of  courses.  The  Academy  constantly 
monitors  and  upgrades  its  curriculum  with  the  coordination 


In  addition,  Hampstead  has  active  representatives  on 
Pinkerton's  Career  Education  committee.  The  group  has 
been  very  active  in  exploring,  developing,  and  planning 
guidelines  for  the  community  Career  Education  Plan.

This  September,  our  school  was  an  absolute 
delight  for  everyone.  The  new  addition  and 
renovations  were  bright,  clean  and  comfortable, 
with  ample  room  for  the  488  students  enrolled. 
Additionally,  we  started  the  year  on  a  positive  note 
by  inviting  families  to  join  their  student  for  a 
cookout  during  an  extended  lunch  period.  The 
PTA  provided  the  money  for  food  and  drinks,  and 
parents  provided  the  people  power  to  cook  and 
serve.  Students,  teachers,  staff  parents  and 
grandparents  assembled  on  the  playing  field  for  a 
good  old-fashioned  get-together.  The  idea  was 
well  received,  with  over  900  meals  served  in  a 
two-day  period.  The  students  commented  that  it 
was  a  wonderful  way  to  start  the  year! 

Another  aspect  of  the  first  week  was  to  engage  the 
students  with  their  teachers  in  team  building  and 
cooperative  activities.  One  of  the  school's 
standing  goals  is  to  foster  respectfial  behavior, 
cooperation,  and  team  work.  Our  efforts  for  two 
years  have  been  to  change  the  way  we  all  treat 
each  other  The  Respect  Committee,  chaired  by 
Mrs.  Christensen  and  Mrs  Freedman,  has 
developed  themes  of  respect,  friendship  and  good 
citizenship  The  committee  is  composed  of 
students  from  each  grade  level,  PTA 
representative,  and  the  school  principal.  Each 
homeroom  adopts  one  of  the  themes  by  displaying 
a  poster  and  reading  a  quote  for  the  day  over  the 
intercom  each  morning.  We  continue  to  encourage 
thoughtfijl  behavior  through  our  Peer  Mediation 
program  and  the  Project  Respect  workshop  for 
Grade  7  parents  and  students.  Interestingly,  the 
PTA  has  established  a  committee  to  work  with 
both  schools  to  assist  in  this  effort.  Mrs 
Blanchard  is  chairing  that  committee  and  has  been 
very  helpful  in  providing  materials  to  both  schools. 

"May  I  have  a  Use  of  Facilities  form'^"  is  a 
statement  often  heard  in  the  school  office.  The 
school  facilities  are,  without  a  doubt,  integral  to 
the  Hampstead  community.  As  principal,  I  am 
amazed  at  the  many  and  varied  ways  both  schools 
are  used  by  townspeople    On  any  given  night,  you 


will  find  the  gym  booked  solid  from  3:00  PM  to 
9:00  PM  or  10:00  PM.  Likewise,  the  cafeteria 
hosts  line-dancing,  karate.  Girl  Scouts,  pinewood 
derby,  to  name  a  few.  When  in  the  hallway,  you 
had  better  watch  out  for  the  "seniors"  power- 
walking  I  I  believe  it  is  important  to  recognize  that 
these  facilities  are  available  to  Hampstead  groups 
and  that  people  are  taking  advantage  of  this  great 
resource! 

When  you  are  in  the  neighborhood,  please  stop  by 
for  a  tour.  You  will  find  a  clean,  well-maintained 
building,  flill  of  enthusiastic  children.  You  will 
also  see  students  engaged  in  meaningfiil  lessons  in 
classrooms,  in  the  library,  gym  or  labs 
Technology  will  be  evident  throughout  the  building 
as  we  build  for  the  future  We  are  in  our  second 
year  of  establishing  model  classrooms  with 
computers,  laser  discs,  VCRs,  televisions  -  all 
networked  and  able  to  interact  with  the  library. 
Presently,  we  have  four  model  classrooms  and  we 
plan  to  expand  next  year.  A  tour  would  not  be 
complete  without  visiting  our  new  Grade  7  and  8 
Science  labs  Each  lab  is  well-equipped  with 
plenty  of  counter  space  and  sinks  to  keep  the  entire 
class  active  Our  district  has  just  completed  a 
three-year  teacher  Science  training  program,  which 
encourages  discovery  by  doing  You  will  see 
students  doing  experiments  and  testing  their 
hypothesis  as  part  of  an  activities-oriented 
program  Their  findings  are  then  analyzed  and 
summarized  using  computers. 

We  are  proud  of  our  Middle  School  and  glad  to 
share  these  wonderfijl  happenings  with  you!

Two  actions  of  the  past  year  have  greatly  improved 
the  quality  of  education  for  the  children  of  Central 
School 

Warrant  Article  #3  submitted  by  Jane  Blanchard,  et 
al,  was  approved  by  the  voters  at  the  Annual 
School  District  meeting  in  March,  1995.  This 
enabled  the  lease  of  two  portable  classrooms 
allowing  the  Art  Program  to  move  out  of  the 
cafeteria  and  back  into  its  original  room.  It  also 
made  possible  the  creation  of  an  additional  class 
without  having  to  take  half  of  the  library  for  a 
classroom.  It  is  impossible  to  measure  exactly  how 
much  this  modular  has  improved  our  programs,  but 
it  is  considerable  The  lunch  program.  School's 
Out  Program,  evening  basketball  groups,  and  the 
Art  program  are  no  longer  competing  for  the  same 
space.  The  two  second  grade  classes  in  the 
portable  classrooms  enjoy  being  in  their  special 
place  and  a  lot  of  inter-class  sharing  is  occurring. 

The  second  action  improving  the  quality  of 
education  for  our  students  was  the  School  Board's 
decision  to  change  the  bus  transportation  system 
and  school  hours  Prior  to  this  year,  the  Middle 
School  and  Central  School  children  shared  buses 
The  children  now  ride  separately  A  before-school 
program  was  created  and  drop-off  and  pick-up 
concerns  were  resolved  by  late  fall.  The  staff  of 
the  Central  School  is  extremely  pleased  with  the 
changes  brought  about  by  the  new  school  hours. 
No  longer  are  large  numbers  of  children  before  or 
after  school  without  something  meaningftil  to  do, 
behavioral  issues  have  been  greatly  reduced 

Central  School  has  now  completed  two  years  of 
involvement  in  the  state-mandated  Grade  3 
Language  Arts  and  Mathematics  Assessment 
Program.  Our  children  have  done  very  well.  We 
are  especially  pleased  that  the  second  year  results 
are  an  improvement  on  the  resuhs  of  the  first  year 
Teachers  have  been  working  hard  to  align  our 
curriculum  with  the  New  Hampshire  Language 
Arts  and  Mathematics  Frameworks,  Our  staff  is 
teaching  children  how  to  apply  knowledge  and/or 
techniques    in    a    meaningfijl     manner,     as    the 


assessment  measures  not  only  what  children  know, 
but  what  they  can  do  with  that  knowledge. 

I  would  like  to  draw  attention  to  our  very 
successful  district  Student  Teaching  Program.  For 
the  past  five  years,  Hampstead  schools  have  been  a 
training  site  for  Keene  State  College.  We  have  had 
79  student  teachers,  a  remarkable  number  for  such 
a  small  district.  These  teachers-in-training  have 
brought  enthusiasm,  helping  hands,  and  a  fresh 
vision.  The  lives  of  Central  School  staff  and 
children  have  been  enriched  by  these  emerging 
professionals. 

Almost  200  volunteers  have  also  enriched  the  lives 
of  our  children  and  staff.  Their  efforts  have 
directly  led  to  our  fifth  consecutive  year  of 
recognition  as  a  Blue  Ribbon  School,  by  the  joint 
recognition  of  the  State  Department  of  Education 
and  the  New  Hampshire  Partners  in  Education. 
This  prestigious  award  recognizes  thousands  of 
hours  of  efTort  by  Hampstead  Central  School 
volunteers.  The  parent  Teachers  Association 
continues  to  support  staff  and  children  Over 
$8,000  worth  of  services  and/or  equipment  were 
purchased;  programs  for  parents,  staff  and  children 
are  being  provided  throughout  the  school  year. 
One  such  program  is  "Project  Respecf .  Teachers, 
parents  and  administrators  meet  monthly  to 
promote  good  citizenship  and  those  values  that 
virtually  everyone  treasures:  self-respect;  kindness 
and  consideration;  politeness;  respect  for  other's 
property,  and  a  sense  of  personal  responsibility. 

The  technology  program  continues  to  expand  at  a 
slow,  but  steady  pace  Next  year,  we  anticipate 
our  six  Grade  4  classrooms  will  have  up-to-date 
PCs,  laser  disc  players,  VCRs  and  cable-ready 
televisions.  The  building  has  recently  been  wired 
so  each  classroom  will  be  able  to  access  the 
Internet  and  cable  television
